6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars  for  cutting  bushes,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  summer  highways,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  sanding  winter 
roads,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  breaking  winter  roads, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  two  dollars  and  nine  cents  for  class  five 
roads,  the  state  will  contribute  $2008.34,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  for  putting  up  snow  fences,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  repairing  West  Ossipee  road, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  sixty  four  dollars  for  Lake  Region  Assn,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  town  poor,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same.

kitchen  at  town  hall.

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24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars  for  repairing  town  hall,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  for  Huggins  Hospital,  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum 
of  seventy  five  dollars  for  bridges,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  select- 
men to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission in  reappraising  the  taxable  property  in  the 
town,  in  order  to  secure  greater  ecjuality  as  between 
tax  payers,  and  to  assure  the  assessment  of  all  property 
in  the  town  on  the  same  standard  of  values,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  ^ 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Freedom: 

Probably  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  this  country 
has  the  attention  of  the  people  been  focused  so  sharply 
on  the  problems  of  education.  Seldom,  if  ever,  have 
the\se  problems  been  so  acute.  Competent  authorities 
I'eport  that  during  the  past  five  years  350,000  men  and 
women  have  left  the  teaching  profession.  Marked 
increases  in  the  cost  of  supplies  and  in  teachers' 
salaries  have  increased  the  cost  of  school  operation  to 
a  serious  degree.  The  tremendous  problems  of  the 
war  years  we  met  and  solved.  The  problems  of  peace 
are  of  no  less  magnitude.  Careful  appraisal  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  American  schools  to  meet  the  needs  of 
children  and  the  welfare  of  the  nation  is  a  continuing 
year  by  year  responsibility  of  American  citizens.  We 
made  immxeasurable  sacrifices  of  life,  strength,  and 
wealth  to  defend  the  basic  tenet  of  the  American  way 
of  life  —  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  individual.  We 
must  still  defend  this  tenet  against  hostile  political 
faiths  both  from  without  and  within.  This  defense 
must  be  built  in  American  schools. 

American  children  have  an  assignment  with 
destiny  that  is  not  optional.  They  will  live  in  la  world 
of  incredible  complexity,  or  racial  and  class  tensions, 
of  international  frictions,  and  of  inevitable  change. 
They  must  find  their  way  in  this  world- and  must  have 
the  education  which  will  help  them  do  so. 

The  "adequacy  of  the  Freedom  school  plant  would 
be  improved  very  much  if  a  small  tract  of  land  adja- 
cent to  -the  school  could  be  purchased  for  use  as  a 
playground.  Growing  boys  and  girls  need  opportunity 
for  active,  organized,  and  supervised  games  at  times 
during  the  day  to  relieve  tensions  incident  to  the  un- 
natural situation  of  sitting  still  long  periods,  and  to 
develop  growing  muscles.     This  should  receive  serious 
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consideration. 

The  teaching  staff  this  year  consists  of  Mrs.  Olive 
Eldridge,  grades  1-4,  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Ramsdell,  grades 
5-8.  Their  earnest  and  capable  instruction  is  worthy 
of  sincere  appreciation. 

The  very  helpful  cooperation  of  the  members  of 
the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  and  citizens  is  sincerely 
appreciated  by  the  superintendent.
